New plan for Jerusalem 


to eight

A proposal to limit bulldiag 
heights in Jerusalem to a maximum 
of eight storeys in the city centre 
wa3 presented last night to the 
Local Planning Committee by the 
Municipal Planning Division. But 
Mayor Teddy Kollek said a decision 
would be put off for at least 2 
month. 

The long-awaited proposal comes 
after high-rise buildings such ag the 
16-storey Omarlya Tower, the 16- 
sicrey Rassco Building and the 17- 
storey Plaza Hotel have been built in 
the central area. If adopted, however, 
the height Umitation could affect 
& score of other high-rise struc- 
tures already proposed. 

Under the proposal, heights in 
the centre would be graded from 
three storeys facing the Old City 
walls to 2 maximum of eight in the 
heart of the businesy district — 
roughly an srea bounded by Davidka 
Square and Helene Hamalka, Ha- 
nevi'lm and Hillel Streets. 

In residential areas, heights would 
continue to ‘be limited to four sto- 
reys except in projects covering 40 
or more dunams. There some build- 
ings up to elght storeys would be 
permitted provided they did not:con- 
stitute more than 10 per cent of 
the project's total floor space. 
Mike Turner of the Planning Divi- 
sion told the committee that such 
mixed bullding, which exists in the 
San Simon development, was far 
more attractive than the uniform
